Newell, already equipped, joined 
his literary fortunes with those of the 
Mackerel Brigade, and diverted thou- 
sands of readers in and out of the grand 
atmy. Never tedious, “Artemus Ward” 
became the Nation’s accepted Rabclais 
—in the spirit, not the letter of cxpres- 
sion. His quaintness was innocent, and 
it yet remains unequaled. Somebody 
has commented on “calm American ir- 
reverence.” If such be the most notice- 
able characteristic of our jesters, Charles 


Farrar Browne unconsciously wore his 
cap and bells. For nearly eight years 
he convulsed two continents. His 
humor lost none of its diamond glitter 
ina London fog. It was a continual 
surprise, a dazzling novelty. When, on 
the 6th of March, 1867, the curtain fell, 
at Southampton, in England, that sin- 
cere, brief epitaph pronounced by Ham- 
leton Yorick was impressively, tear- 
fully, fittingly respoken.

This fungus 
constigntes a danger when we consider 
how many eggs are consumed by all 
classes of society, and people of delicate 
constitutions ought to be particularly 
careful that they eat fresh and not kept 
eggs.

two tablespoonfuls of jelly. After put- 
ting itin the tin, let it rise half an 
hour in a warm place before baking. 
Firstcream the butter and sugar to- 
gether and mix with the dough.—Good 
Housekeeping. 

—Orange Dessert.—Soak two ounces 
gelatine in one cup of cold water. Pare 
off the yellow rind only of six fair, 
juicy oranges. Pour one quart of boil- 
ing water over the rinds, boil two min- 
utes, then remove the rinds and add the 
juice of the oranges, the gelatine and 
one and one-half cups of sugar. Strain 
intoa large bowl. When cold set upon 
ice; when wanted for the table cut it up 
into dice, and overit pour arich yellow 
custard, and spread over the top a frost- 
ing made of the whites of eggs.—Ad- 
vance.

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THE BIRD OF DEATH. 


A Curtons Spec'men of Natural History 
Found in New Guinea. 


Rev. R. M. Masterson, who has just 
returned from New Guinea, where he 
bas been for the last seven years as mis- 
sionary from that city, in & recent con- 
versation with a Philadelphia Times 
correspondent, told of a most remarkable 
bird he had seen in that country, The 


| 


; 


bird, which is called by the natives the, 


rpir n'doob, meaning the bird of death, 


produces by its bite amadness ending in| 


death. They are very rare, and aro fast 


disappearing as the country becomes 


more civil:zed. 
Mr. Masterson bad no opportunity of 


personally observing the effects of its| 


bite, but was credibly informed that the 
victim is almost instantly seized with 
violent pains in the member bitten, 
which pains soon spread over the entire 
body, but are especially excruciating in 
the bowels. Loss of sight follows and 
rush of blood to the head. The limbs 
quiver convulsively, and a white, offen- 
sive,froth breaks out of the mouth A 
sort of frenzy takes poss ‘ssion of the 
sufferer, in which he sbricks and howls, 
occasionally laughing uproariously, and 
capering to his own chanting or Singing, 
until his strength is exhausted and he 
sinks to the ground, when he becomes 
unconscious and rigid in covery limb, 
with his tecth firmly locked as in te- 
tanus. 

Mr. Masterson describes the rpir 2s 
small and about the size of the common 
pigeon, but of a slondore , longer build 
and of a peeuliar gray plum: go lacking 
entircly th: ‘glossy <ppcearance of feath- 
ers. Its tall is @x.raordiusrilly long and 
runs to a sharp point, ending in a Lioc!- 
red tip. No cther color is to be n 
when itis notin flight, but the extend 
ed wings show br.ght yclaow beneath 
sometimes varied with on intense luster 
less black. Its bitl is very powcrful, 
though thin and long, .nmiis pericctly 
straight, except at the cnd, where it 
curves sharply with an ebruptdip. The 
feet, are coal black ané resemble some- 
what those of the African parrot. but 
have very sharp nails curving almost 
into fish-hooks. 

This singular bird is to be found only 
on, the reedy shores of the low-lying 
lakes of New Guinea, which are often 
only immense stagnant ponds or 
marshes. The eggs are laid in the slimy, 
moist carth close to the water's edge, 
and are most beautifully variegated, be- 
ing of a rich crimson, dappied witb !.lue, 
gold and white, but are very small and 
perfectly round. The male of the rpir 
n'doob has no note, but the hen, which 
is considerably the larger of the two, 
gives a peculiar, long-drawn cry, which 
bas a piercing, melancholy sound, and 
which is repeated at short intervals. 

The rpir being very awkward and 
capable of only short flights of two 
or three yards, can be caught without 
difficulty, but is let severely alone by 
the Papuans, who say that no one has 
ever survived its bite, there being no 
antidote, and death always cnsuing 
within an hour or two, when tho Lody 
shortly turns purple and becomes much 
swollen, decomposition speedily set- 
ting in. 

Mr. Masterson succeeded in snering 
one of the biras and connned it in a 
cage, intending to bring it home as a 
curiosity, butit pined away in captivity, 
literally starving itself to'ccath, os it 
refused to partake of any food whatso- 
ever. Unacquainted himself with the 
art of taxidermy, the missionary found 
no one in that country capable of pre- 
serving it for him, so he was forced to 
throw away the specimen. 

Mr. Masterson regrets that his knowl- 
edge of natural history was so slight as 
to forbid of his learning in what the 
bird’s venom lies, but gives as his 
opinion that its bill is hollow and 
charged with the deadly poison. This 
poison seems given merely as a n@ans 
of defense, for as nearly as the gentle- 
man could tell from his limited oppor- 
tunities of observing it the bird is 
herbivorous, feeding on the tender 
young shoots of the reeds and flags.
